Washinton, D. C. — Lawrence R. New- 
man, a teacher of mathematics at the 
California School for the Deaf, Riverside, 
Cal., has been named “Alumnus of the 
Year” by the brothers of Kappa Gamma 
Fraternity at Gallaudet College, the world’s 
only accredited liberal arts college for deaf 
students. 

Each year the fraternity makes this 
award to a Gallaudet College alumnus who 
has made an outstanding contribution to 
society in his career. The fraternity main- 
tains a permanent plaque on which names 
of the recipients of this award are en- 
graved. 

Newman, a graduate of the New York 
School for the Deaf, White Plains, re- 
ceived his BA from Gallaudet in 1948 and 
went on to earn an MA in English from 
the Catholic University of America. He 
taught at the Rome School for the Deaf 
in Rome, N.Y., before joining the River- 
side faculty in 1953. He was selected by 
the fraternity “not only because he is 
such a fine teacher, but because he has 
served the deaf community in many dif- 
ferent ways.” He is on the Board of Direc- 
tors’ of the Model Secondary School for 
the Deaf and a columnist for the Deaf 
American. He was selected as California’s 
Teacher of the Year in 1969 and that same 
year the graduating class at Riverside 
dedicated their yearbook to him with these 
words: “He is a fine example of what a 
deaf individual can achieve personally and 
professionally. He is a courageous fighter, 
an inspired teacher, an expert advisor and 
a sympathetic friend who has taught his 
many students the .meaning of ‘Never say 
die’.” 

Isaac N. Abenchuchan 
Wins Award 

Isaac N. Abenchuchan, a Gallaudet Col- 
lege sophomore majoring in Sociology, re- 
ceived the Amoco Oil Company’s coveted 
“Award of Excellence”, a specially-de- 
signed medallion for his participation as a 
member of the chorus in Gallaudet’s award- 
winning production of Sophocles’ “Anti- 
gone.”

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Work Experience Comes to CSDR

Work Experience Education has become 
a vital part of the vocational program at 
CSDR. After many weeks of negotiations 
concerning necessary insurance coverage 
the program got under way on Wednesday, 
May 2. Basically the program provides 
actual on-the-job work experience for 
CSDR seniors with a Riverside employer 
for from two to three hours a day in 
lieu of regular school classes. The pupil 
works in an occupation in which he or she 
has had training in the vocational program 
at school. The pupils are not paid as the 
work experience is in place of regular 
school time. However, the pupil is trans- 
ported to and from the job by the school 
and receives credit the same as if in a 
regular school class. This work experience 
provides valuable opportunities for the 
pupil to learn about employer relation- 
ships, working with hearing workers and 
adapting to real every day work condi- 
tions. 

Six seniors are currently working in 
this program. Sandra Day and Michael 
Adams are in an offset printing shop. 
Sharon Roller is doing teletype work in 
a United States Government office. Jeff 
Andrews is working in a large spotting 
and pressing shop. Bonnie Witczak is 
in an Albertson’s Bakery Department, 
while Angelo Romeo is gaining experience 
in a local nursery. In each and every 
situation the pupils are most happy and 
enthusiastic and every employer is highly 
pleased and full of praise for both the 
work and the attitude of the students 
working for them.

How to Be A Scuba Diver 

Scuba diving is a tough sport but it is 
also a lot of fun. 

If you want to be a scuba diver, you 
should first be a good swimmer. In scuba 
class you will learn rules and signals, and 
you will have a physical examination which 
is very important to find if you have any 
physical weakness. For instance, if you 
have some serious problem with your 
respiratory system, you can’t be a diver 
because of the pressure underwater. 

The physical requirements are- 

1. Must have a healthy body. 

2. Have no respiratory problems. 

3. Nervous system should be normal. 

4. Eyes should show a normal accom- 
modation to the light and distance. 

5. Heart should be normal. 

When you have passed the physical 
exam, you will get a set of rules called 
“Common Sense” and a lesson in life 
saving. The rules are: 

1. Be a better than average swimmer 
with a thorough understanding of 
the use of your equipment. 

2. Always dive with a buddy. 

-3. Use good judgement in .selecting 
diving areas knd conditions. 

4. Keep in top physical condition. , ' 

5. Keep equipment in good repair. 
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If you follow those rules, you will im- 
prove greatly. If you don’t follow those 
rules, you might get into serious trouble. 
For instance, if your air tank is not work- 
ing properly, don’t use it, because it is 
dangerous. 

The scuba diving course will take four 
weeks. When you have learned the rules 
and signals, you will start to practice 
diving and swimming. The first three things 
that you must have are a mask, a pair of 
fins, and a snorkel. Your mask must fit 
your face well; the fins must fit your feet 
tightly; and the snorkel should fit your 
mouth. The mask is used to see under- 
water; the fins are used to help your speed 
and balance. The snorkel which is used for 
breathing must remain above water at all 
times. 

When you are diving, you should hold 
your breath with your snorkel because 
it prevents water from coming into your 
mouth. It has the same principle as using 
an air tank. An air tank is used so that 
you can stay underwater longer. When you 
have learned about the snorkel, you will 
learn how to use the air tank. 

The air tank is made of stainless steel 
and has compressed air inside. It is strap- 
ped to your back with a special harness 
made of strong nylon. The tank is two feet 
long and 24 inches in diameter. It weighs 
about 50 pounds. 

When you have learned about the air 
tank, you will learn how to use the spear 
gun. Many types of spear guns are in use 
today. It is absolutely necessary that all 
spear guns, whether gas, rubber, or spring 
propelled, never be loaded after leaving 
the water or be left loaded after leaving 
the water. The guns can kill. When you 
carry a gun, it is best to remove the 
spearhead, or the point should be cover- 
ed with a cork, wood, or leather sheath. 

After you have learned all the rules, sig- 
nals, and the use of the equipment you will 
have a final exam. If you pass you will get 
a scuba diving license and you may dive 
anywhere you wish. 

I’m thrilled because I received my license 
recently. I am anticipating a summer of fun 
when I go scuba diving! Not. long ago 
I dived 70 feet underwater. , ' -j . 


By the way,, a scuba diver-s clothing con- 
sists of a wet suit, gloves, a watch, and a 
knife. The suit must fit your body so that 
water doesn’t get next to your body. The 
suit keeps your body warm when you are 
in cold water. The gloves will protect your 
hands from sharp rocks and game. Any 
type of glove is permissible. Cheap work 
gloves are suitable for the purpose.

CSDR Track - 1973 

The CSDR Track Team had its ups and 
downs this season, but all in all it has 
been termed a “success” by coach Pete 
Lanzi. The Cubs showed superior ability 
in the sprints and the hurdles and good 
strength in the field events. In the league 
finals held at San Bernardino Valley 
College, in the cold and rain, the times 
and distances were below the marks set by 
individual performers during the regular 
season. Hence, none of our Cubs qualified 
for the CIF regional meet. 

However, Mike Farnady came through 
with a double win, scorching the track to 
take the 100 yd. dash and 220 yd. dash. 
Unfortunately due to the poor weather 
conditions he was unable to improve on his 
school record tying mark of 10.1 in the 
100. His time in the 220 was a sizzling 
23.4. 

In the 120 high hurdles, Mark Peterson 
once again showed his superiority by over- 
coming strong rival Ken Graham of Big 
Bear in the time of 16 seconds flat. Mark 
also came through with a second place 
finish in the high jump with a leap of 
5'6”. Keith Brown showed his mastery of 
the 180 yd. low hurdles as he ran away 
from the field and took first in 21.3. Keith 
also came back for some points in the high 
jump finishing behind Peterson with a 
jump of 5’4”. 

Mike Adams, in only his third race in 
the 440 yd. run earned a point for the Cubs 
with a fifth place finish in the time of 
57.6. 

The mile relay team composed of Walter 
Gavin, David Gomez, Keith Brown and 
Mark Peterson finished a strong second 
and set a new record (3:41.7) in the 
process. 

The 440 relay team was upset as they 
finished fourth in a race they usually 
win. Leadoff man Keith Brown missed the 
starter signal and got a late start. The 
Cubs caught up with but could not pass 
the field and fell just short at the tape in 
a tightly packed finish. Other relay team 
members included David Gomez, Mark 
Peterson, and Mike Farnady. 

Pole vaulter Ron Lurwick added another 
point to the CSDR total as he took a* fifth 
place finish at the height of 8’6”. 


Notre Dame finished first overall with 
its deep and talented squad by garnering 
75 points. Big Bear was second with 41 
points followed closely by CSDR with 39. 
Other performers on the varsity squad 
included long jumper, Raymond Esquivel;

In the Frosh/Soph competition, Big Bear 
came away with the victory with 44 points. 
Notre Dame was close behind with 39, 
followed closely by Aquinas with 37.

Football Coach of the Year 

The selection of Pete Lanzi as the 1972 
Deaf Prep Football Coach of the Year was 
announced by Mr. Art Kruger, Sports 
Editor of the prestigious Deaf American 
in his annual selection of the Mythical Deaf 
Prep All Stars. Lanzi has led the CSDR 
teams to the coveted National Champion- 
ship twice in seven years and is responsible 
for the emergence of CSDR as a football 
power among the deaf schools in the United 
States.

TITLE: Black Like Me 
AUTHOR: John Howard Griffin 

The story is about the author who wrote 
about his feelings on being a white man 
and a Negro. John Howard Griffin was a 


white man, and he darkened his skin with 
some medicine that a dermatologist gave 
him. He then exposed himself to ultraviolet 
rays. Then he shaved off his hair to have 
a bald head. Later his hair grew curly. Mr. 
Giffin wanted to know what the difference 
was between the white people and the 
Negro people.

They couid not get 
off the bus until they reached their des- 
tination. Mr. Griff iin didn’t understand 
why the white bus driver wouldn’t let 
the Negroes go to the restroom. A few 
of them wet their pants, and the bus 
driver got angry at them 

The white people were> cruel to the 
Negro people most, of the time. The 
Negro people tried to be friendly and be 
polite .to the white people, but it didn’t 
help. Mr. Griffin experienced many frus- 
trations in finding a hotel, bathroom, 
restaurant, or other places Negroes could 
use. 

Later when Mr. Griffin tried to change 
back to being a white man, the Negroes 
acted rude to him, and the white people 
acted polite and kind to him. The white 
people didn’t know he had changed color. 
After ..six months of being around Negro 
people, he changed back to being a white 
man and went back to Texas to see his 
family. At first the family didn’t know 
that he had changed from a white man 
to a Negro and back to a white man again. 
Mr. Griffin told a reporter about becoming 
a Negro. The reporter put him on T.V., 
where Mr. Griffin told how he felt about 
being a Negro and then being a white man. 
The white people hated him. Mr. Griffin 
sympathized with the Negro people.
